The same story of much quicker deliveries, lower, 
cost and a better, properly co-ordinated, “packaged” 
unit holds true for factory-assembled, standard unit 

substations. By specifying these standard 
units you save weeks of time formerly spent 
over the drawing board and in long, drawn- 
out correspondence. You avail yourself of the 
time-saving economies of efficient mass pro- 
duction. Over-all, you save one to six months 
over the old-style method. Your local G-E 
representative will be glad to work with you. 


LOAD-CENTER POWER DISTRIBUTION 


In the load-center system—the modern 
method of distributing electric power—unit 
substations are the basic element.

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Equipment survey to provide 
basis for production quotas 


WPB expects to establish foundation for decisions as to 
how much manufacture will be needed to meet all require- 
ments; determine what used machinery is available. 


The War Production Board’s survey of 
used construction equipment, now just 
getting fully underway, is expected to 
provide the statistical foundation for de- 
cisions as to how much production of new 
equipment will be needed to meet Army. 
Navy, and Lend-Lease demands, and to 
what extent the demand for some types 
can be met out of existing stocks of used 
machinery. 

On the basis of partial returns to date. 
for instance, it’s already apparent that 
there are power rollers in existence to 
meet nearly all demands. 

The survey’s start was delayed by me 
chanical difficulties in obtaining and dis 
tributing the necessary forms. These 
forms have now been in circulation for a 
week, however, and it’s hoped to have the 
survey complete by mid-November. 

Returns so far amount to about 20 
percent of the total. 

Owners are required to fill out and 
return a card for each piece of equip 
ment, giving the type, size. manufacturer. 
serial number. age. condition. cost of 
needed repairs. and the work on which 
the machine is now being used. If the 
owner is willing to sell or rent. he is 
asked to insert his price on the form. 
These forms are kept by the construction 
machinery specialist in each of WPB’s 
regional offices. 

When an equipment user 
asking for a priority on new equipment. 
he’s told that it’s useless to ask for one 
unless he’s working on a job of extreme 
urgency—the sort that would rate an 
AAA priority. Otherwise. he’s put in 
touch with owners of used equipment as 
revealed by the file. 

Already. in fact, the Army and Navy 
themselves are beginning to meet their 
own equipment needs bv buying used 
equipment through the facilities of WPB’s 
used equipment section. 

The amount of equipment in good 
shape that is listed as available for sale 
or rent is not large. 

The next step, which is now being 


comes in 
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taken in many cases. is to put informal 
pressure on equipment owners who, it is 
thought, can get along on less equipment. 
A county. for instance, that owns three 
graders, will be asked to rent one of 
them for an airport job. 

Outright requisitioning of equipment 
being used on non-essential work has not 
yet been resorted to. but there is little 
doubt that it will sometimes occur in 
future. The earliest cases are likely to be 
“friendly” requisitionings aimed to get 
around legal restrictions on sale of ma- 
chinery owned by local governments.

1943 building returns to prewar level 


In addition to the expenditures for direct war construction, essential non-wat 
work is expected to amount to $585,000.000 for the coming year according 


to Engineering News-Record estimates. 


This brings the total estimated volume 
of all construction to $8,260,000,000 fo: 
1943, compared with $12,821,000,000 
estimated for 1942, and the $11,396,000.- 
000 estimated total for 1941. The esti 
mated $8,.260,000.000 total for 1943 com- 
pares with the pre-war volume in 1940 
of $8,510,000,000 and is from 2.5 to 234 
percent higher than the annual estimated 
construction volumes in the years from 
1930 through 1939. 

Exclusive of off-the-continent construc- 
tion carried on by the Army and Navy 
combat units in the various theaters of 
operations and lease-lend construction. 
war building for 1943 is eéstimated at 
$7,675,000,000 by the War Production 
Board. This total for continental United 
States is approximately one-third below 
the all-time peak volume of more than 
$11,000,000.000 reported for war facili- 
ties in 1942. (ENR, Oct. 8. p. 463.) 

Returning to the WPB war construc- 
tion predictions for 1943, $4.125,000,000 
or over half the total, will be spent for 
direct military facilities. Military hous- 
ing accounts for $1,725,000,000; aero- 
nautical construction for $1.600.000.000; 
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and other military structures fer $800, 
000,000. 

Industrial war plant construction is 
estimated at $1.350.000,000. with gov 
ernment-financed plants responsible for 
$1,.250,000.000, and privately-owned fac 
tories making up the $100.000,000 bal- 
ance, 

War workers’ housing and commercial 
building construction is expected to ap- 
proximate $1.200.000,000, evenly divided 
insofar as federal and private ownership 
is concerned. An additional $1,000,000. 
000 expenditure is estimated for all other 
necessary war construction not included 
in the above classifications. 

A construction timing estimate accom 
panies the WPRB forecast for 1943. with 
the prediction that $2.580.000,000 will 
he expended in the first quarter of the 
vear: $2,205.000.000 in the second quar 
ter: $1.575,000,000 in the third quarter: 
and $1.315.000.000 in the ‘fourth quarter 
These‘ estimates are. of course, subject 
to revision as the war unfolds and result- 
ing military strategy dictates how the 
work behind the lines must be modified to 
meet the new conditions.

IN APPROPRIATING the funds for war hous- 
ing authorized by Congress last month 
(ENR—Oct. 1, p. 449), the House last 
week reduced the amount to $500,000.- 
000 from the authorized $600,000,000. 
The bill is now before the Senate. 


TOTAL WAR construction completed. un- 
derway, or programmed, according to 
WPB figures, since June, 1940, now to- 
tals $26,000,000.000. By the end of this 
year about $19,000,000,000 will have 
been completed, leaving $7,000,000,000 
worth of unfinished construction to be 
completed in 1943. Additional work 
started in that year is expected to bring 
the completed total at the end of 1943 
to $29,000,000,000. Construction employ- 
ment is now at a peak of 2,300,000 men. 
Steel consumption in construction this 
year will total 11,000,000 tons; next 
year it will be about 7,000,000. Copper 
requirements will drop from 175,000 tons 
this year to about 125,000 next year. 


A THREE-MAN board, known as the Wa: 
Department Board of Contract Appeals, 
has been established in the Office of the 
Under Secretary of War to speed ad- 
judication of contractual appeals from 
decisions of contracting officers, chiefs of 
the supply services, and the Commanding 
General, materiel command, Army Air 
Forces. The board will render final de- 
cisions on appeals requiring the action 
of the Secretary of War under contracts 
that authorize the designation of such a 
board as his representative. Since many 
existing contracts do not authorize the 
appointment of such a board with such 
powers, the president of the new board 
will decide such appeals as authorized 
representative of the secretary. Presi- 
dent of the new board is Col. Hugh C. 
Smith of the judge advocate general’s 
department, and a member of a similar 


board during the first World War.

Ohio opens highway bridges for war traffic 


The photographs above show how the Ohio 
State Highway Department is attempting to 
care for demands of heavy wartime fraffic on 
its roads. 

At top is a new bridge forming a link in 
State Route 422. Built by the Horvitz Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, at a cost of $290,000, 
the new structure is 365 ft. long with four 
spans, has an H-20.33 loading capacity, and 
carries a 51.8 ft. roadway. 

The lower photograph is that of an old 
bridge in a new location. First erected in 1914 
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over Big Darby Creek on U. S. Route 40, the 
all-steel bridge has been dismantled and re- 
erected as a link in State Route 75 over the 
Tuscarawas River, east of Coshocton. 

Originally 247 tt. long, due to the addition 
of I-beam approach bridge is 
now 379 #t. long, with a concrete floor and a 
20 ft. roadway. 

C. R. Boulton, general, contractor of Col 
umbus, had the contract for dismantling the 
bridge, removal and reconstruction, at a cost 
of $42,234.

Parking Space Four Stories Down 


Late last month, construction was 
completed on a four-story parking gar- 
age under San Francisco’s Union Square. 
The project was undertaken as a means 
of relieving heavy traffic congestion in 
this busy downtown shopping center. 
Work on the structure was begun in 
March, 1941. 

Union Square, occupying an area of 
275x412 ft., which owned by the 
city, offered unused space well adapted 
for this purpose. By making an excava- 
tion 48 ft. deep for the structure, it was 
found possible to provide parking space 
for a maximum of 1,700 cars. Excava- 
tion was relatively simple because power 
shovels could load into dump trucks. 
which moved out on ramps. Unusual 
problems had to be worked out in bulk- 
heading the sides of the excavation, 
chiefly in sand, which had a heavy sur- 
charge on all four sides. How this prob- 
lem was overcome was described in 
Engineering News-Record, Nov. 20, 1941, 

714. 

The garage structure was designed 
withstand thrust on all four sides, using 
the floors as horizontal diaphragms to 
transmit from one side wall to the other. 
The floors are flat slab construction in 
bays 24 ft. 3 in. by 27 ft. 5 in. (which

To enable the floors. which are fiat 
slabs 10 in. thick, to function as horizon- 
tal diaphragms in transmitting thrust 
from one side of the excavation to the 
other, it was necessary to provide for 
this load to pass from mezzanine to main 
floor level and back again on the oppo- 
site side. Ramps into the mezzanine floor 
are designed to carry these loads down 
to the floor below. At the center of the 
huilding, where there are no ramps. this 
transfer of load is accomplished by ver- 
tical panels, 14 in. thick, which serve as 
vertical shear walls to transmit stress 
from one level to another. These vertical 
panels are used between all offset floors 
where thrust is to be transmitted. In 
the floor slabs themselves, wherever 
a thrust is parallel to the construction 
joints, offsets are provided to transmit 
any shear. 

Minimum height clearance in ramps 
is about 8 ft. and maximum grade 15 
percent. All floor slab openings were 
framed without the use of beams. Con- 
tinuous drop panels were used where 
loads are heaviest. 

Walls were designed as 14-in. slabs 
between roof and top floor and as 16-in. 
slabs below the top floor. Pour-joints in 
all exterior walls were specially keyed 
to transmit earth pressures to the floor 
system, Stairways, at four locations, are 
enclosed in concrete fire walls with 
double-door or “air lock” access from 
the four floors. Stairs and vestibules are

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Florida plans rebuilding 
Overseas Highway 


The Florida State Road Department 
recently announced plans for starting 
work at once on $4,300,000 worth of road 
projects, including improvements to the 
Overseas Highway from the mainland to 
Key West. 

The department ratified an agreement 
with the Public Roads Administration 
for improvements including rebuilding 
and repaving of 83 miles of roadway and 
construction of three bridges. The bureau 
recently rejected as too high a low bid 
for the $3,000,000 worth of work on the 
highway (ENR, Aug. 6, p. 189). 

The agreement between the road de- 
partment and the PRA specifies that the 
highway shall be built in the shortest 
possible time on a force account basis, 
75 percent of the cost to be borne by the 
federal government and 25 percent by the 
department. The department will also 
furnish all labor, materials, tools, machin- 
ery, power. fuel, labor camps and equip- 
ment, 

Cleary Brothers Construction Co., of 
West Palm Beach, has already started 
work on the contract for building or re- 
building 19 bridges on the highway be- 
tween Stock Island and Big Pine Key. 


Georgia starts bridge work 


The Georgia state highway depart- 
ment recently began work on a $429.787 
construction project including the con- 
struction of a concrete bridge over the 
Ogeechee River on the Statesboro-Savan- 
nah highway. 

H. G. Smith Construction Co. of Fitz- 
gerald was low bidder on the contract. 
In addition to the bridge, the contract 
calls for erection of an overflow over the 
highway. a bridge culvert. and a litile 
less than a mile of paving. 


Jersey plans parkway 
to connect bridges 


Plans for construction of a three-to- 
five-lane highway and parkway along the 
top of the Palisades to connect the 
George Washington Bridge with the Bear 
Mountain Bridge on the west bank of 
the Hudson River have been submitted to 
the New Jersey State Highway depart- 
ment to be incorporated in the depart- 
ment’s postwar program. 

As now planned. the parkway would 
run along the top of the Palisades until 
it reached the New York state line, and 
then would turn northwest, toward the 
Letchworth. N. Y., state hospital and the 
Harriman section of Bear Mountain Park. 


Paralleling the existing U. S. Route 
9-W, two more lanes would be con- 
structed, one for northbound and _ the 
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other for southbound passenger traffic. 
The present highway, which would be 
a kind of center strip to this new park- 
way, would be used by trucks. Total 
length of the new parkway would be 
about 45 miles, of which 10 to 12 would 
be in New Jersey. 

Areas between the highway lanes would 
be as wide as 220 ft. and narrow to 12 ft. 
Total cost. of the project has not been 
closely estimated, but it is believed it 
would cost about $7,200,000 to build the 
section through about 17 miles of Bear 
Mountain Park. 


Approve draining 
Canadian lake for iron ore 


Development of the Steep Rock Iron 
Mine, which would necessitate the drain- 
ing of Steep Rock Lake in Ontario 
(ENR May 14, p. 814), has been de- 
clared essential for Canada’s war effort. 

ae Minister of Munitions 
and Supply, said that the government 
of Ontario will provide about $2,000,000 
for construction of a new ore dock at 
Port Arthur, and construction of a six- 
mile railroad spur from an adjacent line 
of the Canadian National Railways.

Drainage operations will make necessary 
construction of a million dollar power 
line to supply power to the Ontario- 
Minnesota Pulp and Paper Company, 
which now operates a dam and power 
house on the lake.

Road travel, gas taxes 
drop in August 


Traffic on rural highways declined 49 
percent in the gasoline-rationed area and 
27 percent in the unrationed area 
August compared with the same month 
a year ago, the Public Roads Adminis 
tration has reported after a preliminary 
survey of the records of more than 460 
automatic traffic recorders operated by 
39 state highway departments. 

Gasoline tax collections in 31 states 
representing fue] consumption mainly in 
July, totalled $47,574,000 or 20 percent 
less than a year earlier. In 10 rationed 
and 21 unrationed states, collections were 
down 25 and 17 percent respectively.

In addition, about a million and 
a half additional acres are needed for 
sugar and rubber. Of this total acreage, 
7,500,000 can be obtained by decreasing 
wheat acreage, but 10,000,000 acres of 
additional farm land must be provided. 

“A substantial part of this acreage must 
be provided in the arid western states. 
And we must provide, of course. not 
merely the land but the water. This 
means we must push to completion recla- 
mation projects now under way, and, so 
far as possible, start new ones that can 
be rapidly completed. 

“The situation with respect to power 
develépments that are an inseparable part 
of the reclamation projects, is much the 
same. We are still faced with the pros- 
pect of power shortages in 1943 and 
thereafter, if our war production pro- 
gram proceeds as it must. There, 
again, we need money,. materials and 
manpower to complete projects now 
under way, and to undertake new ones 
to provide for later needs.” 


Plan modernization of 
Mexican seaport 


Plans for the modernization of the 
town of Vera Cruz, Mexico’s leading port 
on the Gulf of Mexico, have been ap- 
proved by President Manuel Avila Ca- 
macho after the chief executive made a 
personal inspection of the port. 

Total expenditure, over a three year 
period, will be about $3.310.000. 


Though few English roads do not 
show signs of increased wear resulting 
from heavy war traffic, excellent surfaces 
have been maintained in most districts, 
thanks to high-class materials, careful 
layout, and attention to drainage when 
the old roads were built. Thorough com- 
pacting and removal of all loose mate- 
rial and foreign matter have made roads 
so durable that wartime repairs can be 
limited mostly to patching and surfacing. 
Constant supervision, prompt attendance 
to defects, and maintenance repairs be- 
fore winter sets in have helped to keep 
damage within limits. 

Limitation of repair work to surface 
treatment is officially suggested where- 
ever possible because of its low cost in 
material and labor. The rate of spread 
of tar or emulsified asphalt is considered 
the most important factor affecting qual- 
ity. Much use therefore is made of me- 
chanical spraying from tanks to give uni- 
form distribution. 

The existing surface brought as nearly 
as possible to a uniform contour by cut- 
ting out and repairing faulty places, is 
brushed thoroughly, preferably with a 
power-brush, All surface dressing with 
hot tar is carried out between May and 
September, but successful results have 
been obtained in other months with a tar 
of low viscosity. With 14-in. chippings, 
100 sq.-yd. can be surfaced with 20 gal. 
(Imp.) of tar and one long ton of chip- 
pings. Very good results also are ob- 
tained with emulsified asphalt covered 
with gravel or broken slag and rolled. 

Carpets between 34 and 114 in. thick 
are made with asphaltic bitumen or tar 
binders.

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Sportsmen’s Club, who charged that by 
permitting slop and refuse to flow into 
the stream, the distilleries had brought 
about the death of fish and other ma- 
rine life. 





George S. Davison dies; 
Pittsburgh engineer 


George S. Davison, prominent Pitts- 
burgh engineer, a past-president and 
honorary member of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, died suddenly 
on Oct. 3 in the Cleveland clinic where 
he had gone for a physical check-up. 
He was 86 years old. 

At the time of his death, Mr. Davison 
was chairman of the board of the Pitts- 
burgh Coke & Iron Co., and continued 
to take an active interest in the affairs 
of that company and of several others of 
which he was a director. 

A civil engineering graduate of Rens- 
selaer Polytechnic Institute in the class 
of 1878, Mr. Davison spent four years on 
railroad work in the Midwest before 
going to Pittsburgh in 1882 as chief 
engineer of the Pittsburgh, Chartiers and 
Yougheogheny R. R. From that time on 
his interest centered in Pittsburgh and he 
took a leading part in civic developments 
involving engineering questions, notably 
rapid transit and flood control. From 
1897 to 1904 much of his time was 
given to street railway construction and 
management. 

In 1904 his interest turned to oil and 
he joined the Gulf Refining Co., ulti- 
mately becoming its president. In the 
latter part of 1906 he initiated construc- 
tion by the company of its 500-mile pipe 
line from Tulsa, Okla., to the Gulf at 
Port Arthur, Texas. 

Mr. Davison served Pittsburgh as 
secretary and member of the engineering 
committee of the Flood Commission of 
Pittsburgh, as a member of the Citizen 
Committee on City Plan, as a member 
of the Planning Commission and as chair- 
man of the Transit Commission. 
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Los Angeles approves 
new building code 


After years of agitation led by the 
Associated General Contractors and the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, a 
new building code for the City of Los 
Angeles, Calif., will become effective 
Jan. 1. 

The new code, said to be unique in 
that it states the result to be achieved, 
rather than the method to be used, and 
establishes certain requirements and pro- 
hibitions between which the individual 
is given as much latitude as_ possible, 
was haled as a milestone in the history 
of the building industry of this Cali- 
fornia city, 

Frank J. Connolly, manager of the 
Associated General Contractors, said 
that adoption of the code is the most 
important building legislation in the city 
ia the last generation. “Its effect will be 
felt more widely when peace returns and 
the city goes back to normal building 
activities,” Mr. Connolly said. 

The new code emphasizes continuous 
inspection of any structures being built. 
Residential construction, is to be done 
under the inspection system in accordance 
with the residential code section, which 
contains a schedule of requirements and 
enables the builders to construct dwell- 
ings without calculating stresses, The 
earthquake requirements include an 
allowance for the effect of structural 
elasticity which, for buildings within the 
height allowed in Los Angeles, are in 
excess of state requirements. The struc- 
tural provisions, to a large extent, follow 
the recommendations of the major mate- 
rial institutes and the quality of mate- 
rials is based upon ASTM and ASA 
or other generally recognized authori- 
ties. 


Engineer division gets 
office by condemnation 


A federal court at Cinciunati, O., re- 
cently granted possession of seven floors 
of the thirteen-story Huntington National 
Bank Building in Columbus, for use by 
the Ohio River Division headquarters, 
U. S. Engineers. The division, with sev- 
eral hundred employees, is expected to 
move to Columbus soon (ENR, Aug. 13, 
page 205). 

Immediate possession of the 63,000 
sq. ft. of office space is given to the gov- 
ernment by this order, granted under con- 
demnation proceedings, but 57 tenants 
now occupying the space will be permit- 
ted until Nov. 1 to secure other quarters.

The nation needs scrap metal—17,000,000 net tons of it—by Dec. 31 of this 


year to enable the steel mills to meet the heavy demands of a rapidly expanding 
war industry. To get this scrap from its resting place in junk yards, contractors’ 
lots and city storage yards, to the mills, is a job to which the engineering and con- 
struction industry can do well. Here are some of the developments of last week :

Army engineers save meta! 
in camp construction 


' Savings of about 26,000 tons of metal, 
including steel and copper, are being 
> effected by the Corps of Engineers in the 
> construction of complete camp facilities 
for the housing of soldiers on a 100,000- 
' man basis, 

Last year, it required about 50,400 tons 
of metal to install complete camp facili- 
ties for every 100,000 soldiers. This in- 
cluded all the steel, copper, tin, iron, 
lead and other metals and went into bar- 
racks, mess halls. storerooms, chapels 
and other buildings, and into the neces- 
sary sewage, water, electrical and trans- 
portation systems. 

Today, the Engineers are using about 
33,400 tons of these metals for every 
100,000 men, 44 percent less than last 
year, 

Chief reason for the saving is said o 
be a change in the type of facilities from 
the semi-permanent structures of a year 
ago to temporary structures today. For 
example, barracks of the newer camps 
have outside walls of tar paper, held 
down by laths and slats, and are one- 
story buildings. Heat in the newer bar- 
racks is supplied by stoves. Concrete 
and wood pipe sewage lines are replacing 
cast iron pipe; where enough room is 
available, sanitary fills are being used 
instead of-refuse incinerator plants; brass 
in plumbing fixtures has virtually dis- 
appeared, and copper screening has been 
eliminated in favor of zinc-coated steel. 
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Venezuela completes 
railroad network 


Venezuela has completed an important 
link in its railway system—the 35-mile 
El Palito-Palmasola Railroad, to join by 
rail an area in which a third of the 
population of the country is concentrated. 

Although the nation is about the size 
of Texas and Minnesota combined, it has 
a total of only 640 miles of railroads. 
These lines now join the five most im- 
portant states—Lara, Miranda, Cara- 
bobo, Aragua and Yaracuy; the federal 
district and the nation’s chief ports. 

The new railroad provides a connection 
between the Bolivar and Puerto Cabello, 
and Valencia Railways. The cost of con- 
struction is estimated at $2,209,000. The 
government has provided 40 freight cars 
for the line, and an agreement has been 
made with the connected railroad lines 
for joint operation. 

The railway system as it now exists 
includes the Bolivar Railway, which runs 
from the port of Tucacas to Barquisi- 
meto, with a branch from Palmasola to 
San Felipe; the Puerto Cabello - and 
Valencia Railway, joining Venezuela’s 
second most important seaport, Puerto 
Cabello, with Valencia. From Valencia, 
connections are made with Caracas, the 
capital, and to La Guaira, the principal 
seaport. Differences in gage prevent 
through traffic over all routes, but the 
government envisages the eventual broad- 
ening of the important Bolivar line from 
2 ft. gage to about 3% ft. 
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Canada names new deputy 
public works minister 


Emmett P. Murphy, formerly a direc- 
tor of construction in the Canadian de- 
partment of munitions and supply, has 
been appointed deputy minister of pub- 
lic works for Canada, succeeding the 
late J. B. Hunter. 

The deputy minister of the department 
is the chief permanent official of the 
organization, to whom report the chief 
engineer, chief architect and other offi- 
cers, 

Mr. Murphy, 55. is a civil engineering 
graduate of Queens University, Kingston, 
Ont. He has been assistant engineer in 
the old Department of Railways and 
Canals from 1907 to 1916; superinten- 
dent of operations on the Southern Divi- 
sion of the Welland Ship Canal, from 
1932 to 1937; construction engineer with 
the Defense Purchasing Board and the 
War Supplies Board of Canada, from 
1939 to 1940. 


Kaiser steel plant 
making rapid progress 


Construction of a steel mill with a rated 
capacity of half a million tons per year, 
being built by Henry J. Kaiser in South- 
ern California, has been progressing rap- 
idly, and it is reported that one and per- 
haps two of the coke ovens will be ready 
for operation in the latter part of Janu- 
ary next year. 

This plant is to reduce a high grade 
iron ore (about 60 percent iron content) 
that will be mined at a point where the 
haul to the plant will be short. Coal is to 
be brought from Utah to coking ovens 
at the plant. 

Construction of the blast furnace to 
have a capacity of 1,200 tons per day, is 
well along with the shell up and in 
process of being aligned. There are to 
be four open hearth furnaces of 60 to 80 
tons capacity and a 110-in. plate mill. A 
sintering plant is to reduce fines in the 
ore to granular form thus reducing the 
tendency to emission of dust and fumes. 


Canadian cities fear 
snow removal problems 


Officials of at least four Canadian 
cities last week voiced fears that streets 
could not be properly maintained during 
the coming winter, owing to shortages 
of manpower to man snow removing 
apparatus. Officials of Montreal, Outre- 
mont, Westmount and Verdun said they 
would be unable to clear streets and 
sidewalks as in the past, due to inability 
to obtain proper working forces.

ATTORNEY GENERAL Jack Hott, of 
Arkansas, has ruled that the Arkansas 
Highway Department can legally enter 
into a cooperative agreement with the 
Tennessee Highway Department for 
maintenance of the Harahan Bridge over 
the Mississippi River between Memphis, 
Tenn. and West Memphis, Ark. The high- 
way department asked the ruling before 
completing plans to set up joint main- 
tenance crews with the Tennessee organ- 
ization, dividing the cost equally between 
the two states. Heretofore each state has 
maintained its side of the span only. 


THe Mexican Federal District, which 
includes Mexico City, is to be provided 
with adequate water, drainage and illu- 
mination services and to have its streets 
and roads properly paved in a program 
starting about January 1, according to 
Javier Rojo Gomez, regent of the Dis- 
trict. The program will entail expendi- 
ture of at least $3,150,000. Particular 
attention is to be given water and drain- 
age services, both of which have been 
faulty for some time. 


ConrTrRAcToRS working under the Penn- 
sylvania State Department of High- 
ways have completed 157 miles of new

ENGINEERING CONSTRUCTION volume for 
the week, $157,526,000, is 13 percent 
higher than in the preceding week, and 
almost four times as great as_ the 
$42,944,000 reported for the holiday- 
shortened week in 1941. Federal construc- 
tion, 20 percent above last week, makes 
up 91 percent of the week’s volume and 
is responsible for the 18 percent gain in 
public construction as state and munici- 
pal work is 0.2 percent below a week ago. 
Private construction declines 55 percent 
from its last week’s total. 

The current week’s volume brings 1942 
construction to $8,133,308,000, an in- 
crease of 60 percent over the total for 
the corresponding 42-week period last 
year, and already 38.5 percent above the 
volume reported for the 52 weeks of 
1941. Private construction, $499,869,000, 
is 50 percent lower than in the period 
last year, but public work, $7,633,439,000, 
is 87 percent higher than a year ago as 
a result of the 136 percent gain in federal 
work.
